At 1:45 o’clock this morning Donahower re- 
ported to the Inspector that he had been un- 
able to find any trace of Spelman and that he 
had placed the matter in the hands of the 
police. 

Wanted by Uncle Sam. 

The crime for which Spelman was wanted 
was stealing two mail pouches at Washing- 
tom, III., July 2, 1890. The day following, it 
is charged, he went to Bloomington, where he 
disposed of some of his plunder, and that 
night returned to Peoria, where he stole a 
third pouch of mail. 

He was arrested at tho Astoria House, St. 
Paul, Feb. 10, by Post-Office Inspector Childs 
and Deputy Marshal Tom Shehan. His wife 
was with him. 

Young Spelman is the son of Edward Spel- 
man, the wealthy Peoria distiller, whose pe- 
culiar shortness of memory while a witness 
during the Cronin trial was much commented 
upon. The young man began his career of 
crime little more than a year ago. 

Spelman’s Peoria Career. 

A series of over thirty burgiaries had taken 
place in Peoria and the police were trying 
every trick to catch the thief. Early in the 
morning of May 29, 1890, a private watchman 
thought he heard a noise in the wholesale 
liquor store of Clay & Doty, on Liberty 
street. He found the bolt had been cut. 
He called for help. The premises ‘were 
searched. Nothing was found in the store and 
the saloon, but down in the coal cellar 
crouched John Spelman, the son of Edward 
Spelman, the distiller. -He admitted his burg- 
lary and told how he got in. He lived at 
Pekin, and it was thought he came up on the 
night train, rummaging the houses of Peoria 
and the villages and then got back. Spelman 
stole a cow from the Francescan sisters. He 
stole cows from his own father and sold them. 
At the time he was caught in the act of burg- 
lary he was identified as the man who robbed 
Mrs. M. H. Gollon of her watch and cham. 
Speiman confessed to the Chief of Police that 
he had been committmg burglaries for three 
years. 

He was promptly released on bail and his 
guilt strenuously denied by the family. While 
he was out on bail he was caught again while 
burglarizing a store in another town whither 
he had gone. He escaped the penitentiary by 
being declared insane and sent to the Kanka- 
kee Asylum, where he remained for only a 
short time. His father’s Clan-na-Gael influ- 
ence and money have thus far saved him from 
wearing prison stripes.

VENEZUELAN RECIPROCITY., 


A Treaty Like That with Brazil Said to 
Have Been Signed. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Feb, 13.—A reciprocity 
agreement similar to that with Brazil has been 
effected between the United States and Vene- 
zuela. It is understood that the agreement 
has been formally signed. It opens the Vene- 
zuelan markets to our agricultural products 
and to certain of our manufactures, and is sub- 
stantially the samé as the agreement with 
Brazil..

The address points to the fact that the prema- 
ture dissolution of Parliament by compelling 
a general election withholds the franchise 
from one-tenth of the Canadians entitled to 
vote, and adds that while advocates of reci- 
procity are called annexationists the real an- 
nexation is this: the real annexationists are 
the Conservatives, whose policy has driven 
over a million of Canadians to the States. 
Unlimited trade relations with the States, far 


from injuring British interesta, would, by 


bringing to Canada increased prosperity, ben- 
efit eight hundred million dollars of English 
funds invested in the colony.

DEATH OF ADMIRAL PORTER. 
While the whole country is waiting anxiously 


for each fresh bulletin from Gen. Sherman's 


the death of Admiral David D. Porter, who 
was Well-nigh as picturesque a figure in the 
navy “as Gen. Sherman was in the army. 
Though the news came without preliminary 
warnings, the old Admiral’s death was not 
unexpected to those conversant with his con- 
dition, as he had been an invalid for nearly a 
year; and had been confined to his room for 
many months. 

The late Admiral had long service m the 
navy of the country. Born in 1813, son of the 
sturdy old Commodore of the Essex in the 
War of 1812, he entered the navy as a mid- 
shipman his 15th year, and in 1841 he be- 
came Lieutenant. He served ten years in the 
Mediterranean, eight in the coast survey and at 
the Naval Observatory, also saw service in the 
Mexican War, and for some time commanded 
a mail steamer on the Pacific coast. When 
the war broke out he caine back to the navy 
and his first service was rendered at Fort 
Pickens. From that time he rose rapidly. In 
1862 he organized the mortar fleet and com- 
manded it under Farragut in the movements 
against New Orleans—an episode in his career 
which formed the staple of recent bitter cor- 
respondence between himself and Ben Butler.

These were brought and laid before him, and he

him the full appointment. In 1864 
he was engaged in the Red River expedition, 
and in the autumn of that year was trans- 
ferred to the East, where his services were oc- 
cupied mainly in the reduction of the Wil- 
mington (N. C.) defenses. In 1866 he was 
promoted to the rank of Vice-Admiral and 
was also Superintendent at Annapolis, and on 
the death of Farragut succeeded him as Ad- 
miral, and as Admiral he died, for he never 
made the request to be retired. 

The dead Admiral was of great service to 
the country, particularly in the way of organ- 
izing its fleets during the war and operating 
them. It may be doubted, however, whether 
he was a great naval Captain. He had large 
ambitions.and pride of ancestry, but he did 
not reach the standard of his father. He had 
a considerable share of personal vanity and 
was fond of attracting public attention, and 
it must be confessed he succeeded in the latter 
direction, for few who figured in the war occu- 
pied a more picturesque position than he, and 
since the close of the war he had been almost 
as conspicuous in the public eye as he was 
during its progress. He had a restless, ener- 
getic, nervous nature that would not allow 
him to remain idle. He always had some 
scheme on foot and it was usually of a public 
kind, He was free in his advice on naval 
matters, but he resolutely confined him- 
self to vessel armaments, and was a 
fitit believer in the old monitors 
rather than in shore defenses.

CORN CUT OFF. 

‘When the Western members of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means were asked why 
they took the sugar duties off in advance, be- 
fore teciprocity had been secured, and pro- 
vided for the reimposition of only half the 
old duties as against sugar-producing coun- 
tries which refused to reciprocate by Jan. 1, 
1892, they said that they were burning with 
zeal for the Western farmers. They said they 
wanted to get them cheap sugar as soon as pos- 
sible, so an to relieve them from their dis- 
tressed state. 5 

Tun Tanvrx replied that the most effectual 
way to relieve the Western farmer, whose 
sufferings ali admitted, was to provide new 
markets for his products—his flour, pork, and 
beef—~and that that could be done best by 
keeping on the sugar duties for a short time, 
but offering to take them off the sugar of 
every country which would agree to deal 
fairly by the United States. For every sugar- 
producing country would make a rush to get 
in, and if Spain would not take off the Cuban 
duties on American products Cuba would 
revolt and become independent. As Tun 
Trisunz pointed out, the Western farmers 
would get cheap sugar and new markets 
almost at once if Blaine’s policy was adopted. 

But these Western Republican Congressmen 
would not listen to reason. They went ahead 
and gave Spain leave to send into this coun- 
try free till next January all the Cuban sugar 
it raised without taking off a solitary duty on 
American products, the only penalty being 
the reimposition next year of half the old 
duty. The Western farmer may have his 
cheaper sugar month after next—time will 


severely as they deserve—bills introduced in 
the Illinois Legislature for the ostensible ob- 
ject of relieving owners of mortgaged lands 
by making the mortg pay.a share of the 
tax on the premises. It has pointed out how 
such alaw would work—how the borrower 
would be forced to pay in advance to the 
lender the sum total of all the taxes the latter 
might be called on to pay year by year. That 
such would be the case is proved by the ex- 
perience of other’ States where similar laws 
have been tried. California has one, and this 
is the way it has worked asa set forth in a letter 
from a citizen of Los Angeles, printed in Tun 
Tarsune this week: 

The worst result from such a law is that East- 
ern investors in mortgages do not favor the law 
and give as their reasons the uncertainty of the 
tax rate during the life of a five-year loan, the 
disturbance of securities, and the trouble of pay- 
ing the city, county, and State taxes twice a year. 
They prefer loanitig in lower-rate fields. And yet 
the mortgage tax invariably comes out of the bor 
rower, and very often more, from the fact that on 
a five-year loan no one can approximate the exact 
por cent of taxes, thérefore the loaner, where he 
can be induced to loan for five years, exacts from 
K to % per cent in excess of the actual rate to 
cover fluctuation, and the same practice prevails 
on loans for one year. 

Aman borrowing $1,000 on real estate assessed 
for taxation at $700 pays 3 per cent extra for mort- 
gage tax in the way of interest to the loaner on 
amount wed. It a 7 per cent interest rate is 
made the mortgage note calls for 10 por cent, the 
extra 8 per cent covering tax rate. When tax 
paying time comes the mortgagee steps up and 
pays in the tax rate of 2 and 75-100 per 
cent on only $700, the borrower in that instance 
paying the loaner as interest 3 per cent extra on 
difference between assessed valuation and amount 
borrowed, 


Another instance where it works hardship on the 
borrower is when money is borrowed by mortgage 
after the first Monday in March and is not sub- 
ject to taxation until the following year. If it is 
discharged of record before the following March 
it escapés taxation, therefore the party borrowing 
between these dates pays the extra rate as interest 
and tax on property besides. It is also often a 
strong temptation to the Assessor to place a higher 
valuation on improved property bearing a large 


mortgage. 

Similar causes produce similar effects, and 
a meéasufe which has harassed and double- 
taxed the borrowers of California will have 
the same effect on those of Illinois. The lat- 
ter will either have the rate of interest raised 
on them, enough to cover all possible taxes, 
or their gtoss amount will be deducted from 
the sum tétal of the loan. : 

This same mortgage-taxing law has been in 
force in Michigan for some years and the re- 
sult is what might have been expected. It 
drove capital from the State to seek invest- 
ment elsewhere, as is the case with Califor- 
nia. It made it harder to borrow and shoved 
up the interest rate. The law did not pro- 
duce revenue enough to pay the State for the 
cost of making out the additional record 
books it required, but it forced the borrowers 


to pay more for the money they needed. An

A TYPEWRITER’S REVENGE, 


She Has Her Employer Arrested Because

While the avowed object of this measure is 


immediately to increase the aggregate num- 
ber of retired officers, and thereby to furnish 
alarge number of promotions on the active 
list, there were considerations which recam- 
mended it to Congress, when other methods of 
accomplishing the same purpose had been re- 
jected. The o al creation of a disability 
list had nothing to do with the question of 

Advanced in fact, is not often a 
disability in te r grades, as illustrious 
examples in our own army and still more in 
the German have shown. The first retired 
list—which, by the way, was created after the 
outbreak of the Civil War—was limited to 7 
per cent of the active list.

Sherman was one of its first victims, al- 
though in his case full pay, by an exception, 
was retained.

On the con- 
trary, retirement was made compulsory be- 
cause 80 “go | officers at the age of 64 were at 
the height of their powers and usefulness, 
with the prospect of so continuing perhaps 
twelve or twenty years more. Congress in 
that act sought to retaia the services of expe- 
rienced junior officers, many of whom had to 
remain twenty years in a grade, and might be 
tempted by the greater chance to rise offered 
by civil pursuits. 

The present act is really supplementary to 
the law of 1882. A very proportion of 
the officers retired for disabglity resulti 
from wounds or ill health have now 
tue age of 64.

CANADA’S MANIFEST DESTINY. 


It Is Bound te Come In—Moving Rapidly 
in That Direction. 

The great issue in Canadian politics at the 
present moment concerns trade relations with 
the United States, and from this time forth it 
will be a controlling issue. 

This means that Canada is moving rapidly 
toward annexation: for there is no other pos- 
sible settlement of the question [in spite of all 
Liberal denials and Tory denunciations]. The 
nominal and formal dependence of the Do- 
minion ison England.

Its whole history, more especially its recent 
history, shows that it cannot compete with us. 
It can prosper only by coming into the Amer- 
ican Union and sharing in the unrestricted 
trade and enterprise which go on between the 
American States. Capi will continue to 
avoid it, enterprise to leave it, and population 
to desert it, so long as Colonial Canada per- 
sists in its hopeless attempt at competition 
with us. A single State of the Union might 
as well try to get along without the rest as 
Canada try to keep up the contest involved in 
its separate existence. It is bound to come in 
to join its fortunes with us. No matter how 
its present campaign results, the movement 


toward annexation will be quickened. [ Eng- 


land of course will consent. 

A Canadian who undertakes to oppose this 
resist less march thinks that in good time 
the Dominion will take rank as a great na- 
tion.“ He means as a separate and independ- 


ent nation. But if that good time has not 


aiready come, what reason is there to expect 
it in the future! Canada has had as much 
time as this lic to grow into a great 
nation, yet it is only an oy province, 
while the United States become the 
strongest and richest, and next to Russia the 
most populous power in the civilized world. 
Relatively to us the Dominion is of decreasi 
consequence as time goeson.

That course is 
toward us, and therefore Canada’s artifi- 
cial stimulation of immigration has inured 
more to our gain than itsown. The ma- 
jority ofthe British foreigners merely pass 
t h the Dominion to come over to us;

IT WAS A FATAL ADMINISTRATION. 


Tragedies in the Official Family of Presi- 
dent Tyler. — 
New York Sun: The tragedies in the official 
family of President Harrison, great though 
they are, are matched by those in the 
Cabinet of President Tyler, fifty years 
ago. That Administration began with a 
tragedy, for the death of the aged Gen. 
Harrison, though occurring from natural 
causes, cannot be counted, in view of all the 
circumstances, as aught but tragic. In De- 
cember of the next year, 1842, occurred the 
tragedy of the United States ship Somers— 
the mutiny, the trial by the court-martial, and 
the execution of three sailors, one of whom 
was the son ofthe actual Secretary of War. 
In June, 1843, the President, with some of his 
Cabinet, journeyed to Boston to attend the 
ceremonies of the dedication of Bunker Hill 
Monument; and Hugh Legaré, Secre- 
tary of State, was stricken with a mortal dis- 
ease and died. But the tragedies of the 
Administration had not reached their cli- 
max. Feb. 28, 1844, at the invitation of Com- 
modore Stockton, the President, with his 
fiancé, Miss Gardiner, her father, and with 
the members of his Cabinet and nearly 100 
other persons of high official rank, embarked 
on Capt. Ericsson's screw steamer Princeton, 
belonging to the navy, to inspect the new ma- 
chinery and to watch the firing of the two 
great guns which the vessel mounted. On the 
trip down the guns were fired twice. On the 
homeward trip, above Mount Vernon, prepara- 
tions were made to fire a third shot. Around 
the gun stood nearly all the principal men who 
carried on the Government of the United 
States. The gun was fired, and burst, killing 
eight persons, wounding nearly a score. The 
President had been tailed aside the instant 
the gun was fired, but Secretary of State 
Upshur and Thomas Gilmer, Secretary of the 
Navy, were killed, as well as Mr. Gardiner, 
Commodore Kennon, Mr. Virgil Maxey, two 
sailors, and the President’s servant. Mr. Gil- 
mer had been Secretary of the Navy for only 
ten days, and had taken the post much against 
his own inclinations. Thomas H. Benton was 
one of the party whose gaiety was so terribly 
stilled; but though the President's servan 
who stood at his left, was killed, he himsel 
was unhurt except for the breaking of his left 
ear drum.
